Physical  Features,  etc. 

Tlie  soil  is  composed  of  clay  and  light  loam  ; subsoil  is  clay 
and  gravel. 

TJie  District  comprises  the  villages  of  Bulkington,  Ryton, 
Weston-in-Arden,  Barnacle,  Marston  Jabbett,  and  Bramcote. 

Chief  Occupations. 

Agriculture  ; ribbon  and  tape  weaving  ; granite  crushing  at 
Marston.  Many  of  the  male  inhabitants  are  employed  in  the 
coal  mines  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Bedworth. 


Vital  Statistics. 

Births.— Number  registered  was  66,  giving  a Birth  Rate 
of  297  per  1,000  per  annum. 

Deaths.— 54  Deaths  occurred  in  the  District,  giving  a 
Death  Rate  of  24'33  per  1,000  per  annum. 

30  Deaths  occurred  in  Bramcote  Sanatorium  of  persons  not 
belonging  to  the  District.

Water  Supply. 

Is  from  shallow  wells.  During  last  year,  it  was  decided  to 
commence  a Scheme  for  a Public  Water  Supply.  A Contract 
was  made  for  the  sinking  of  an  Artesian  Well.  This  work  lias 
been  completed,  and  the  rest  of  Scheme  is  in  course  of  prepara- 
tion. 

Drainage. 

Surface  drains  are  laid  in  the  more  thickly  populated  parts 
of  the  District.  These  are  connected  with  catch-pits  at  various 
points,  in  which  the  solid  matter  collects,  and  is  removed  every 
month.  The  remainder  of  the  contents  is  conducted  into 
ditches,  and  is  not  subjected  to  any  special  treatment.
